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History of the Famous Ballindalloch Herd: Il 


The man who elects to 
breed live stock must expect 
disappointments; indeed, he 
must expect from time to 
time to make losses. These 
mishaps, needless to say, 
have been not entirely ab- 
sent from ee dur- 
j last thir ears. 
Fayence “Footand Mouth” disease made its appearance on two 
occasions at the home farms in the proprietor's occupation, and 
caused much loss in abortion and failure of milk, two apparently of 
the most common results of the disease among cows. It is fervently 
to be hoped that that disease will never be allowed to land on our 
shores again. A still more distressing, more insidious and from its 
grievous uncertainty, disappointing trouble appeared in the herd 
about the year 1882. We allude to contagious abortion, for that 
abortion in one of its forms is contagious we think that no one who 
has thought the matter out can have any doubt. Unfortunately, of 
its origin, exact duration and of other particulars of its devastating 
course, very little can now be recorded. No particulars would seem 
to have been noted at the time and the man who alone could have 
given full details, Mr. John Stewart, is now no more. We can only 
trace its effects by a reference to the private herd book of the time, 
which tells negatively the disastrous tale. Ergot on the pasture in 
autumn was the first suspicion, and undoubtedly the disease origin- 
ally appeared among the “cream” of the cows which were pasturing 
on the old grass close to the Castle, which was luxuriant and on 
examination proved to be ergoted to a serious extent. This sus- 
picion was strengthened by the fact, remembered perhaps too late, 
that the dairy cows, which were de-pastured on the same haugh the 
years before, had shown the first symptoms of the disease. oe - 

It may very well be said that ergot had nothing to do with it; 
and that the dairy cows, which are chiefly Ayrshires, having some- 
how contracted the complaint had spread it to the pedigree herd. 
True, there was complete isolation between the two byres, except 
for people and bulls, but yet the abortion was spread and it is now 
and probably was then, impossible to account for it. The result was 
miserable. Day after day the dreary report was the same, and the 
loss to Sir George during the visitation—and it must be remembered 
that the American “boom” was then about its height—must be 
counted by thousands of pounds. Every hygienic measure that 
could be thought of was tried. Eventually Sir George secured the 

consultative advice of Mr. John Bromley of Lancaster, the eminent 
veterinarian, who had had long experience in some of the foremost 
Shorthorn herds in England. After his visit and careful inspection, 
Mr. Bromley was able to give a tolerably favorable report of the 
condition of those cows and heifers which had survived, but which 
were in a very doubtful condition. His advice and prescriptions 
were carried out to the very letter and it must be said that he was 
most successful in his treatment. The few cows which he pro- 
nounced hopeless were hopeless, but the others gradually recovered 
tone and began to bring healthy produce. At the same time, it must 
be confessed that at the time Mr. Bromley’s services were enlisted, 
it was believed the disease had nearly run its natural course. It 
should be noted that on the farm of Tomore, one of those included 
in the Home farms, no cases of abortion occurred. Since then the 
herd has been exceptionally healthy. In 1887 the females numbered 
eighty-eight and that after a sale of thirty-eight the previous year. 
In 1888 they numbered one hundred and two. In 1890 the number 
was one hundred and thirty-one, when in the autum another sale of

thirty-one took place; and 
now in 1891, the number is 
one hundred and eleven, ex- 
clusive of bull calves. In the 
course of thirty years it is : 
only to be expected that Sir 
George has made many 
sales. We give the public 
sales as shortly as possible:

The three first mentioned sales were really draft sales; at the 
two latter, the animals offered were a fair “cut” out of the herd 
and were all young; while at that of 1890 every animal sold had 
been bred at Ballindalloch. In the intervals between public sales 
many private transactions have been effected. Sir George has sold 
animals from his herd at all prices—from 500 guineas downwards, 
the highest sum being obtained for an “Erica” heifer to go to Amer- 
ica. Not many years ago, the annual crop of young bulls was read- 
ily disposed of at home; but the custom being now to buy at public 
sales, Sir George adapts himself to the altered circumstances and 
has had a fair measure of success. We have our own opinion of the 
advantage (or the reverse) of buying a stock bull in all the hurry 
and excitement of a sale and we have been much amused at some 
incongruities we have observed in the process, but we have no wish 
to decry the practice. The inferior judge who knows himself as 
such, can have the opinion where prizes are awarded at least, of 
men who at all events are presumed to know what they are doing; 
and if he chooses or can afford to pay for that opinion, we have 
nothing to say. At the same time, if the dictum is true which af- 
firms that the bull is “half the herd,” we at all events would prefer 
to quietly select the half in that half’s own home. 

This narrative would scarcely be complete without some lines 
by way of description of the four farms which support the herd of 
which we have been writing and of the system of management which 
has been adopted and carried out for years past; but before we un- 
dertake these subjects, we must say a word about those faithful 
servants the cattlemen, without whose watchful care all efforts of 
owner or manager would avail little. Sandy Grant, who did not 
know him? (Alas! that we should have to speak of him in the past 
tense.) The best of judges and the very prince of showmen! Al- 
most as we pen these lines the sad news of his death comes to us. 
Only a couple of weeks before it we had a long talk with him and 
found his memory of cattle lore as good as ever. His illness was a 
long and painful one, nobly borne. Donald Munro has left Marion- 
burgh, where for many years he faithfully attended to his master’s 
interests. Sany Innes, long ait Mulben, did good service at Tomore 
for years. Charles Leslie’s face at the bull sales at Inverness and 
Perth is familiar to all who attend them; while William Smith, at 
Marionburgh and William Hendry at Georgetown, have the entire 
confidence of Sir George. 

The original Home Farm of Ballindalloch consisted of 233 acres, 
some portion of which however, was permanent grass land in the 
immediate vicinity of the Castle. In the year 1868 Sir George took 
the farm of Lagmore, on the opposite side of the river Aven, into 
his own hands and continued to farm it until 1882. At that date 
some re-arrangements had to be made in consequence of the death 
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of Mr. Fleming, who had been many years Factor on the estates 
and who had but quite recently relinquished Marionburgh and taken 
Georgetown and to effect these Sir George decided on letting Lag- 
more and taking possession of Georgetown. Marionburgh had just 
a year before been added to the Home Farm. In 1872 the Proprietor 
took the farm of Tomore into his own hands and at consideralble ex- 
pense made large and extensive improvements on it, which, as we 
have already had occasion to mention, were carried out under the 
personal supervision of Mr. John Stewart. To summarize, however: 
The four farms which now (1891) constitute the Home Farm are 
as follows: The old home farm, extending to 233 acres, of which 
133 acres are permanent pasture; Marionburgh, comprising 193 
acres; Georgetown, 173 acres; and Tomore, about 124 acres. The 
first three are worked on the five course, the last on the six course 
rotation. All these holdings lie conveniently enough to each other, 
Georgetown the farthest away, being only about a mile from Marion- 
burgh. By the decision of the Boundary Commissioners, they are 
all now in the County of Banff. 

The “old sauare”—very dear to the writer’s memory—is now 
to a great extent dismantled. The dairy cows, chiefly Ayrshire, are 
kept there and it is useful also as a quarantine station. At Marion- 
burgh great improvements have recently been carried out, and but 
little more reouires to be done to make the steading there in every 
wav suitable for a herd of breeding cattle. At Georgetown the build- 
ings are excellent, and both here and at Marionburgh the covered 
courts are very comfortable. At Tomore, which farm abuts on the 
heather, the court is not covered, but the sheds are snug and warm 
‘and young bulls have been found to thrive exceedingly well there. 
The cow byres at all the farms are well ventilated and well lighted, 
the belief being that no young calves (or young anythings) can 
thrive without as much sunlight as possible. 

The system of management pursued is, probably, by no means 
confined to Ballindalloch, but it may be interesting to some of our 
readers. The principal calving months are December, January, 
February, and March, although calves are dropped all the year 
round. When due to calve each cow is allowed a double stall to her- 
self and when dropped the calf is tied at the opposite side, while a 
strong bar angled lengthwise down the stall prevents any risk of 
accidental injury to it. When strong enough and able to take all 
the milk, the calves are allowed to move at will through the byre, 
their beds being made up for them behind their dams. A trough 
with cake and sliced turnips, as also a rack with good, sweet hay, 
is always within their reach. The bull calves when at grass are 
kept separate from the cow calves and have an allowance of cake 
daily. They are gradually weaned when six to seven months old 
and are then, so far as accommodation permits, placed two together 
into loose boxes with an outside court for exercise. They are liber- 
ally fed on yellow turnips and hay or oat straw, with an allowance 
of cake, care of course being taken not to overfeed. Heifer calves 
are treated in much the same manner, but get no cake on the grass, 
and they run in the covered courts during the winter, getting a fair 
allowance of yellow turnips, good oat straw, and 2 lbs. lineseed cake 
each day. In the autumn, as soon as the nights begin to turn cold, 
all the cattle are housed at night and turned out during the day. 
When finally brought up for the winter, at a date determined by 
the character of the season, the cows get a fair quantity of turnips 
twice a day, with plenty of oat straw, but get no artificial food ex- 
cept for a fortnight before and after calving, during which period 
they are allowed 2 lbs. of cake daily, and during the fortnight after 
calving they receive in addition to the cake, a bran mash daily which 
twice a week contains a little nitre. The two-year-old heifers have 
nothing but turnips and straw. Except in quite an exceptional case 
heifers are not served until they are two years old. 

We take leave to wind up this narrative by a record of honors 
gained at the more important exhibitions. Sir George first com- 
menced to exhibit at the National Shows in 1869:

for the market; no _particular 

J or quality considered. In 
each bunch there were usually a 
few grade Aberdeen-Angus, and 
the results in the feeding were so oa ide 

ticeable, and in the selling were so gratifying, I decided to raise 
oe w good black calves as a feeding proposition. 
eae Having an opportunity to get some registered cows, at very 
little above beef value, I purchased eight cows and heifers of the 
“Princess” family. My first herd bull was “Beauchamp,” sired by 
Abbottsford, and bred by Goodwin & Judy. Later, as the calves be- 
to develop, I soon realized the bulls were too good to make 
steers of; for beef at that time was very cheap in comparison to 
resent prices. By their quality, uniformity and beefy type, these 
calves established a local trade which disposed of all surplus stock: 

For several years the steer feeding was continued together with 
the pure bred cattle. I was steadily increasing the breeding herd 
and working it on a very conservative basis, thinking if it should 
become profitable, it. should pay its way. Becoming more familiar 
with the business, I naturally paid more attention to the breeding 
and to the different families, but never feeling quite justified in 
sacrificing a good beefy type for a popular pedigree. In fact, I have 
been criticised, probably justly, along these lines. 

The herd increased in numbers and individual merit, and as a 
means of advertising and disposing of the surplus, I exhibited a 
herd at a few local fairs, later on including several of the State 
fairs. From these exhibits, good results were obtained, both in 
premiums won, and sales made; making this method profitable as 
well as enjoyable, for it is a pleasure to show a good animal in com- 

ition. 
™ I have always endeavored to improve the quality of the herd by 
using good sires, and by purchasing some select females from other 
herds. The sires were selected for their own and ancestral indi- 
viduality; if produced from a so-called “fashionable family,” so much 
the better. But we never used an inferior animal because of his 

igree. Among the sires used have been Zaire 20th, Imported 
ect Eric 7th of Keillor Park, Pay Master 2d, Broadus Nor- 
wdod 3d. Idolmere, later sold to Tennessee and developed into a 
grand champion of the breed at the International. — 

For the past eight or ten years my son, who is now a partner, 
has had charge of the herd. We have practically discontinued the 
feeding of steers and made the breeding of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle the main business. We keep what the farm will support, 
raising the principal feeds and grasses, and return to the soil a por- 
tion of that which is taken from it eter 

In looking back over our records, I find the prices for individ- 
uals bred, raised and sold by us during these twenty-six years range 
from $40 to $3000. And that the most famous male and female pro- 
duced by us were probably Broadus Norwood 3d and Broadus Flora. 
Taken as a whole, with the “ups” and “downs” of business, it has 
proven to be an enjoyable and. profitable investment.—A. A. Arm-

Dr. Seulke Busy Converting the Dairymen of the East to Breeding 
Aberdeen- Angus. 


On this trip I visited Glimmerglen Farms at Cooperstown, N. 
Y. This great breeding establishment on the shores of Otsego Lake 
had recently taken up the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, after 
having dispersed their herd of Ayrshire cattle. They are one of the 
leading sheep breeding and importing concerns in America, and will 
no doubt take up the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus with the same 
energy and thoroughness that they did the breeding of Ayrshires. 
They have the foundation for a good herd and as the farm com- 
prises over a thousand acres of some of the finest grazing land in 
the state, and as both the owner, Mrs. Hyde and Manager Gifford 
are very much interested in the cattle, it should only be a matter of 


_time until Glimmerglen will have to be reckoned with at the Inter- 


national. Glimmerglen is also feeding a large number of Aberdeen- 
Angus steers. 

_ Another great Ayrshire establishment that has gone out of the 
dairy business and come in the Aberdeen-Angus ranks is Iroquois 
Farms owned by Mr. Ambrose Clark. This is the land and the farm 
of James Fenimore Cooper, the author of “Leatherstocking Tales” 
and it was here that he received the inspiration for such stories as 


in Illinois 
“Last of the Monicans,” “The 
Red Rover” and other stories. 
This farm is also noted for its 
wonderful Shropshire sheep, and 
fine horses. I have for some 
time been trying to interest the 
owners in Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle, and it was a pleasing sur- 
; prise to me to find that they 
have started a herd and are feeding a number of very good Aber- 
deen-Angus steers, many of which would do to show. This farm 
should also soon be in the front rank in Aberdeen-Angus production, 
as the owners never do things by halves. 
I also visited the farm of J. W. Downey at Oneonta, N. Y., 
who is just starting to use an Aberdeen-Angus bull on grade dairy 


cows.

History of Famous Ballindalloch Herd, III. 
(Continued from page 4) 


Show at Aberdeen, but in 1873 he took 2d prize for Juryman 404, 
and 1st for Eisa 977, and with the cow gained the Society’s Cup for 
the “best anima] in the breeding sections of the Polled breed,” as 
also Colonel Farquharson’s Cup for the best cow or heifer. In 1874 
he was awarded 2d prize for Scotsman 474, and was commended for 
the cows Enchantress 981 and Eva 984. In 1879 he gained two 
second and two third prizes. In 1882, Justice 1462 won Ist prize in 
the old bull class and took the Society’s and M’Combie Cups. Sir 
George has not exhibited at Aberdeen since that date. 

At the Paris Universal Exhibition in 1878 the herd was credited 
with the following prizes: 2d for male animals one to two years 
old with Petrarch 1258; 1st for male animals two to four years old 
with Judge 1150 (Cluny 1283, bred by Sir George, taking 2d prize); 


2d for female animals one to two years old with Birthday 3373, and 


Honorable Mention with Maid of Aven 2995; 3d and Honorable 
Mention for female animals two years old and over with Eva 984 
and Eisa 977. To complete the story of the Exhibition we prefer 
to quote from “On Polled Cattle,” p. 419. The authors write: 
“These two groups” (the Tillyfour and Ballindalloch) “and a group 
of Shorthorns belonging to Lady Pigot were drawn up for the final 
tussle for the £100 offered in the division foreign to France. The 
adiudicating bench, numbering 16, first voted as between the 
“blacks” and the Shorthorns, with the resuit that the former won 
by a large majority, 14 to 2, we believe. Between the two groups 
of Polled cattle no division actually took place and the coveted prem- 
ium was awarded to Mr. M’Combie, whose beautiful young group 
had, as was evident to the on-lookers, captivated the eye of the 
Scotch judge, Mr. H. D. Adamson, late of Balquharn, Alford, on 
whom of course the responsibility of the decision mainly devolved. 
A jury of 31 gave the award in the contest for the £100 for the besi: 
group of beef-producing cattle in the Exhibition. Mr. M’Combie 
was declared to be the victor by a majority of 24 to 7. The minor- 
ity voted for a group of French Shorthorns, belonging to Count de 
Massol of Soubey, Cote d’ Or.” 

Messrs. Macdonald and Sinclair proceed to write: “The prefer- 
ence of the Tillyfour group over that from Ballindalloch has been 
the subject of considerable discussion and still, as at the time it was 
declared, the writer regards it as a point upon which there is ample 
room for difference of opinion.” This is now ancient history and 
we have no wish to stir the muddy depths again, especially as the 
two principal actors in the piece have gone from among us, but we 
cannot help expressing the opinion we hold, now as strongly as ever, 
that Mr. Adamson “on whom the responsibility of the decision main- 
ly devolved” would have taken a wiser course if he had taken care 
that his co-jurors had an opportunity of voting between the two 
groups. Indeed we go further; we think he should, from his con- 
nection with Tillyfour, have declined to act as Scotch judge.

ity even though you get little prize money and only a handful of 
ribbons. Get acqainted with the neighbors and show them that not 
only are your cattle the kind they should have, but that you are not 
too big for their little shows, regardless of how many Internationa] 
and State Fair prizes you have been taking. Even if you have to 
divide the herd to show at the home fair and keep in your cireuit 
try to get something out for the home folks. They will reciprocate 
by an appreciation that will begin developing a home market for 
stuff for which you would otherwise have to be hunting a more ex. 
pensive market. Their appreciation of your bulls is of especial im- 
portance. 

Many a breeder has found the cultivation of the home folks of 
considerable value from year to year, and of increasing value with 
every show. Too often the “plain farmers” around home get the 
idea that pure bred cattle are “too fancy” for their use in turning 
the crops into profit. In nearly every case, where you make sae. 
rifices to show something at the home fair, the superintendents and 
directors will make special efforts to get some extra prize money 
and give your stuff special privileges in getting to and from their 
fairs. Not only that but you can induce them to put in steer classes 
and boys’ and girls’ classes where the Doddie has an opportunity to 
clean the boards against the other breeds, and that kind of classi- 
fications are always good advertising for your herd and the breed 
in general. Your first showing may bring such a class and event- 
ually start a dozen herds in your county or district. Don’t be too 
snobbish about that home fair; like the home paper, it can do you 
a lot of good at times, and is always your friend if you allow it to be.

THE LAND BOOM AND HOW THE 
GOVERNMENT FIGURES IT OUT. . 

The United States Government has been looking into the land 
boom and has made a special survey of Iowa as typical, or perhaps 
as outstanding, for as Iowa is considered the livestock state of 
them all. As it is also the Aberdeen-Angus state as well, the find- 
ings of the Department on the land boom is of considerable inter- 
est to our readers. The Iowa boom was part of a general increase 
over the whole United States of an average of 21 per cent., it was 
found. In other words, the average $100 land advanced to $121, 
and the $200 land to $242 an acre. The increase was more extreme 
in Iowa than elsewhere, averaging $63 an acre, or 32 per cent. from 
March, 1919, to March, 1920. Less than 5 per cent. was at $40 or 
higher, the numerous sales at high figures that were published in 
the papers gave rise to the idea that all of Iowa was selling or be- 
ing held at such figures, of course. Less than 10 per cent. of all 
farms changed hands during the boom, contrary to general opinion. 
About 25 per cent. of the farms on which figures were obtained 
were sold twice during the boom, indicating that speculation played 
a big part in the boom. Nearly 5 per cent. sold three times, and 
over 2 per cent. four times. Farmers bought 65.3 per cent. of the 
farms, and were only 56 per cent. of the sellers, indicating a gain 
in real farmers on the land. About two-thirds of the increase in 
value on farms bought and resold during the boom was appropri- 
ated by residents of towns and cities. 

Some 60 counties were investigated in the State of Iowa during 
this investigation. And while the results would not be as thorough 
as some might insist on for a sweeping statement, they are strong 
enough to bank considerably on for the man who thinks. Only the 
“exceptional farmer” can make more than 8 per cent. on this land,

HONESTY OF BREEDERS AND WHAT IS THE 
BREEDERS’ NAME WORTH IN A PEDIGREE? ' 

“Too Many Dishonest Breeders” is the heading on a timely ar- 
ticle that takes the bull by the horns (or in case he is hornless, by 
the nose) by Prof. Mumford in a recent issue of Prairie Farmer. So 
many comments have come to hand about this article with request 
for reprint, that an editorial note is important. The revelations 
among the milk testing activities of a certain breed are being com- 
mented upon internationally, and the Editor finds occasional items 
dropped editorially in the Scottish papers, as well as a little steer 
episode in Canada last spring, all indicate that this is not a matter 
of nationality or of any one certain breed, though some breeds have 
had more dirty clothes on the line than others. It is a grave matter 
for constructive breeders to ponder, however, for honest records are 
of the first importance to any breed, regardless of diplomacy,

Cotton has always been the chief money crop. A responsible 
grower can go to his bank or commission merchant and get money 
to make a cotton crop, when he cannot get credit to buy cows or a 
pure bred bull. Where it takes only 6 to 9 months to get their 
money back in cotton, it takes over 2 years to get their money back 
in cattle. 

The custom here has been and still prevails that if there is an 
old field that is too poor to cultivate, put the cow on it if you have 
one. The good land is too good for cows and must be in cotton or 
corn, year after year, until it is worn out. Then turn it over to the 
cow. Cattle, in other words, get the worst of the bargain. If they 
can find anything to eat, well and good; if not, they have no use for 
her. There is no provision made for her in the winter. She has to. 
pick around and I can tell you with that system it is mighty hard 
for her to thrive and if she goes into the winter then, she is about 
as good as a dead cow. 

~ These are the sort of prospective customers that we breeders 
of the South have to sell our bulls to and as I stated before, the 
bull sales are the ultimate money end of the pure bred business. 
Something must be done here in Alabama to get the live stock 
business going. It is the back bone of agriculture and this great

speech-making and other points that may be brought up from time. 
to time as campaign camouflage. But for those who have not read 
Prof. Mumford’s article, we here reprint it, for the Illinois professor 
has a national reputation as a breeder of swine as well as a teacher 
of live stock: 

There is danger at present in the livestock business that a small 
minority of breeders, if unchecked, will control the great majority. 
There is perhaps a higher percentage of honorable men among the 
breeders of pure bred livestock than in any other business, but there 
is a minority of men who are clever and who are right now wielding 
much influence in the industry. Such men do not hesitate to em- 
ploy questionable or unscrupulous practices in their transactions 
with their associates and because they are clever and because in 
many instances they own good animals they are enabled to have a 
great deal of power. From some of the things that happen in our 
show-yards and sale-rings it would appear that a premium is placed 
upon dishonesty, while honesty is penalized. 

“There are far too many instances of irregularities in our show- 
rings at present. Even in the greatest livestock shows held in this 
country there are occurrences which are astonishing in the revela- 
tion of the nerve and dishonesty of the men who are responsible for 
them. At the 1918 National Swine Show in an under-year class of 
Duroc Jersey pigs there were but five or six animals out of between 
20 and 30 that were not obviously over age. Anyone with any 
knowledge of hogs could plainly see from the ringside that these 
animals were older than they were represented to be. A similar 
situation presented itself in the under-six-months classes. 

“The larger well-grown pigs won the classes of. course. The 
judge had to assume that the animals had met the age requirements 
of the elass and he could do nothing but place them as he saw them. 
The burden was not his. The few breeders who did not transgress~ 
on the rules of the show could at least feel satisfied over one thing. 
They had demonstrated that they were honest. 

“Such unfair competition cannot but have a discouraging effect 
upon young breeders who have the right ideals but who want to 
achieve a reputation by showing their animals. When they see 


these instances of dishonesty they either become disgusted and leave 
the business for some other, or they abandon their ideals and fol- 
low the same tactics, attempting to justify their actions on the 
grounds that ‘everyone else is doing it and getting by with it, 

“It is very seldom that we hear of a breeder being expelled from 
a breeders’ association because of his irregularities even though 
they may be known to everyone. Action has been taken in certain 
flagrant instances, but far too much crooked work is glossed over 
by the associations. If a few of the offenders were dropped and dis- 
credited by their breeders’ organizations it would put a serious dent 
in their standard of ethics which states that ‘everything is all right 
if you can get by with it.’ : 

“We must use constructive, not destructive methods, in combat- 
ing these tendencies. More antagonism will not get us anywhere. 
We must not be suspicious of a man and brand him a crook just 
because he makes a success. Neither should we excuse mediocrity 
under the guise of honesty. 

“Tt is up to the organizations of breeders to demand a higher 
standard of integrity in the dealings of their members. There must 


be a more general participation in the councils of the breeds by the © 


rank and file of breeders. Too often they have been content to sit 
back and allow someone else to run the affairs instead of taking 
the part they are entitled to take. 

“Young breeders should hasten to develop independence in their 
business. They should be careful in selecting the people from whom 
they seek advice. It is unwise for a beginner to advertise the fact 
that he knows little or nothing about the business. He is simply 
inviting unscrupulous persons to take advantage of his ignorance, 
Breeders will do well to paddle their own canoe as far as possible. 

“Independence can be cultivated and developed by breeders’ or- 
ganizations founded upon the right principles. Such organizations 
must take a clear-cut stand against the crooked practices which 
prevail. Breeders must get behind these organizations and be wil- 
ling to make sacrifices, financial and otherwise, for a principle. 
They must be able to see beyond money or they can never accomp- 
lish anything constructive.”

after riding through the 
busiest part of the city 
with him in his machine, 
we concluded that he must. 
He is at present busily en- 
gaged in building a 
hundred houses for the 
housing of Greenfield’s ev- 
er increasing population, 
and naturally does not find 
a great deal of time for his 
cattle.

class calves. Mr. Taylor is the only Aberdeen-Angus breeder in his 
neighborhood, and his cattle are attracting a great deal of attention.

We next visited the herd of William Watson, a Scotch farmer 
from the home of the Aberdeen-Angus, who has a large tract of land 
in the mountains in Massachusetts. This is one of the most pic- 
turesque places I have ever seen. Before reaching Mr. Watson’s 
farm we travelied for some distance over a private road that wound 
for miles through his timberland. The Watson farmstead is a farm 
cut out of the heart of the timber, leaving all of its natural sur- 
roundings and retaining all of its natural beauty. It seemed like a 
fairy tale to hear Mr. Watson tell of the damage the moose were 
doing to his timber and of the deer that fed with his cattle, and as 
we were talking on the subject a deer walked across the meadow in 
front of us, and jumped the fence. Mr. Watson has a pasture that 
is miles in extent, and when we arrived he dispatched his son to 
bring in the cattle. Under these surroundings one would naturally 
expect the cattle to be wild, and I must admit that I rather doubted 
whether the son would ever succeed in rounding up the cattle and 
driving them through the timber to the house, but in a short time 
we heard the lowing of the cows, and they came filing out into the 
open and up to the bars as gentle as could be asked. Mr. Watson 
originally bred Jersey cattle, and held annual auctions of the breed, 
but the scarcity of labor, and cost of grain, has caused him to go 

to the cattle of his boyhood, and one needs only to talk with

got some pure blood Hereford bulls and 
crossed on the cows. These calves were fine 
and got out all of the feed and wintered well 
considering the circumstances. 

After we had a couple of crosses on to the 
Herefords we got a chance to get a small 
herd of pure blood Aberdeen-Angus and did 
so. The calves from these bulls did excep- 
tionally well and wintered a shade better 
than the Hereford calves. As we had the 
two breeds on the range at the same time, 
it gave us a good opportunity to compare 
them and we decided in favor of the Aber- 
deen-Angus against the advice of all of our 
friends and have been using pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls ever since. 

We find that the calves drop a little small- 
er and we do not have the loss of young 
heifers calving in the spring that we had 
with Herefords. The calves are as big as 
any at four months of age. The bulls are 
all good breeders and we get a good per- 
centage of cows with calf, varying from 85 
per cent. to 95 per cent. 

There are a larger percentage of two- 
year-old steers get good than there were 0. 
the other breeds and the cows when too old 
to keep as breeders, fatten up and sell like 
young cows; that is, they do not get rough 
and shelly. We have found that about the 
only way to keep the cull she stuff out of 
the herd under our conditions is by spaying 
every spring. This work we do ourselves 
at the spring round-up. We cut out all in- 
ferior heifers and old or scrub cows and spay 
them. The loss varies from nothing to 5 
per cent. and averages about 2% per cent. 

From my observation of herds in the East- 
ern states when I was back after bulls, some 
of the breeders are not careful enough in 
culling their herds and have too many light 
cows and even some light herd bulls in use. 
Out here we want bulls with plenty of size 
to them, even if they are a little rough in 
the shoulders, as their steers turn out the 
best.—Carl Mendenhall, Lakeside, Califor- 
nia.

Association in December, 1918, the Bureau of Animal Industry has 
felt that it had a very able ally in tick eradication, inasmuch as it is 
expressly stated in Article 5 of your constitution that one of your 
objects is to engage in the extension of a vigorous campaign 
against the cattle tick throughout the infested area. a 
Previous to your organization the Bureau, some State officials 
and some cattlemen felt that they were playing a lone hand in 
the work of tick eradication, and that they did not have the actual 
support of any recognized association representing the livestock 
industry of the south. We believe that your partnership in tick 
eradication has proved to be very advantageous. For instance, 
in the eight years previous to the organization of the Southern 
Cattlemen’s Association, there were freed from ticks and released 
from quarantine 187,204 square miles. In the six years since that 
time, 1914 to 1919, inclusive, there have been released from quar- 
antine 321,880 square miles. It will thus be observed that since 
this happy alliance tick eradication has made much more rapid 
— progress in six years than it did in the preceding eight years. 
It is also recognized that the Southern Cattlemen’s Association 
has made a wonderful growth since the time of its inauguration in 
this city with 28 charter members. I am proud to say that I was 
one of the immortal 28, and I am also glad to say that I am still 
a member of this Association. <.

State from the menace to 
the cattle industry before 
the high cost of eradicating 
cattle ticks became preva- 
lent. Other States which 
have not seen proper to do 
so are under some disadvan- 
tage in that the cost of erad- 
icating ticks will in all prob- 
ability be doubled. The cost of labor, vat-building material, dipping 
materials, and all other accessories to tick eradication have ad- 
vanced with the result that county appropriations will have to be 
greatly increased if satisfactory results are to be obtained. How- 
ever, these adverse conditions do not seem materially to dampen 
the ardor of quarantined areas to take up the work and make their 
State or county, as the case may be, free from ticks and available 
for the development of more and better cattle. 

It is not my intention or desire to inflict on this Association 
a long story of our perplexities and adversities further than to 
state that the work is now in a somewhat critical condition. In 
the 509,084 square miles released from quarantine there are, of 
course, a few infested premises or centers of tick infestation 
which must be held under control until such time as the last tick 
can be put out of existence. This condition, taken in conjunction 
with the effort to eradicate ticks from the area still under quar- 
antine, means that Federal funds and State funds have to be 
spread very thinly over a very large territory and a very large 
amount of work: In fact, the funds have to be spread so sparsely 
that at present it is difficult to concentrate efforts in certain areas 
to such a degree as it was done a few years ago. 

To one who is not familiar with the work and conditions it 
would appear that the areas which have been practically freed 
from ticks, with the exception of very localized sections, could 
be left to the tender mercies of State organizations. The difficul-

Oklahoma’s 1920 Winner Writes 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: As you wrote asking for a story about 
the Aberdeen-Angus Steer on which I won Grand Championship at the South- 
west American Live Stock Show at Oklahoma City, March 1 to 6, 1920, I 
will try and write you a short story about the way this steer was handled. 

To start with, this calf was a pure-bred, his sire being a son of the 
great show bull, Ben Hur of Lone Dell, and his dam was sired by a son of 
Imp. Eurotas of Finlarig. This calf, Heather Roy 2d, was a full brother to 
the steer with which my brother Charles won the Grand Championship calf 
club honors last year. This calf was dropped January 2, 1920, and was eating 
grain by the time he was a month old. He did not run with his dam but was 
kept at the barn and had the run of a yard in good weather, and let nurse 
twice a day. After grass came he had the run of a sweet clover pasture, and 
was fed three times a day equal parts of corn, oats and bran by measure, with 
a small amount of oil meal. After flies got bad he was kept in a dark barn 
during the day axd was out at night. He was fed with several other calves 
that I was fitting to show, till about December 1; then he was tied and fed 
by himself. From December 1, he had what alfalfa hay he wanted and a 
small feed of ensilage once a day. He was put on a nurse cow about the 
fifteenth of July and nursed till he went to the show at Oklahoma City. 

This steer was shown at the Kansas National Live Stock Show at 
Witchita in January, where he was Champion steer. He was also second 
in the open class at Oklahoma City, being defeated only by the A. & M. 
College steer. Both the Kansas and Oklahoma Colleges tried to buy this 
calf, but as we were expecting to show a few cattle this year, and as I 
have charge of the show herd, I thought I would carry this steer for another 
year, and if nothing happens he will be a hard steer to beat this fall. 

The calf that stood third in the class that my steer won, sold to the pack- 
ers for $27.50 per hundred weight, so that my steer would have sold for this 
much or more; he weighed 840 pounds. Aberdeen-Angus steers have won 
every class in the Boys’ club work at the Oklahoma City Show, the last two 
years. So that I would suggest that any club member wanting to win had 
better feed an Aberdeen-Angus calf, as you know Aberdeen-Angus steers 
are hard to beat out of the blue ribbon.—Lloyd Blandford, Hayward, Okla.

Canadian Calf Clubs Being Formed. 


The Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Association has recently organized the 
Brandon District Aberdeen-Angus Calf Club. A club is also being formed 
at Dauphin, Man., and another at Regina, Sask., under the auspices of the 
Saskatchewan Aberdeen-Angus Association. The details of the Brandon 
club are as follows: 

The club shall be known as “The Brandon District Aberdeen-Angus Calf 
Club,” and shall admit as members any boy or girl in the Brandon district 
who wishes to undertake the care of a calf and comply with the rules of the 
club. The club shall be under the control of a committee who shall direct 
all the affairs of the club. The committee shall consist of John R. Hume, 
James Turner and Kenneth McGregor as directors of the Canadian Aber- 
deen-Angus Association; Aubrey Weir, the district representative for the 
Brandon district; W. V. Gordon, manager of the Brandon branch of the Bank 
of Commerce, and the secretary of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion. 

The committee shall approve of rules for the club, pass upon all appli- 
cations for membership in the club, arrange for financing purchase and allot 
the calves to the members of the club, arrange for prizes for the competition 
and arrange for a show and sale of the calves at the end of the year. 


RULES: 


(1) Any boy or girl over 9 and under 19 years of age shall be eligible 
for membership in the club. 

(2) The club shall be an Aberdeen-Angus club for the purpose of in- 
teresting boys and girls in pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

(3) The cub will be financed by the Brandon branch of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, who will accept the boys’ or girls’ own note for the pur- 
chase price of the calf.

Tick Eradication 
(Continued from page 13) 


was made in the Western States, but with 
very little avail. 

It is by no means my intention to inti- 
mate that State legislatures or State execu- 
tives are vicious or wilfully negligent re- 
garding the support of live stock sanitary 
work and the development of cattle or other 
live stock industry. But many of them are 
simply uninformed as to the importance of 
properly supporting such activities and 
thereby increasing the revenues and devel- 
oping the resources of their States. 

You have asked me for an expression as 
to what Southern cattleman can do toward 
helping complete the eradication of ticks. 
You can do a great deal. You can do some 
very important things that employees of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry engaged in tick 
eradication, and State officials and em- 
ployees doing the same kind of work, can 
not possilby do. The Southern Cattlemen 
can relieve the men directly engaged in 
the actual work of tick eradication of the 
responsibility of obtaining appropriations 
and of obtaining the moral support of State 
legislators and executives. 

My plan is that two members of the 
Southern Cattlemen’s Association should vis- 
it in person each State legislature during the 
time it is in session. They should by ap- 
pointment meet the Agricultural Committee 
of the House and the Senate and discuss 
with them the needs of tick eradication and 
the manner in which it should be provided 
for by laws, including amendments to sta- 
tutes and adequate appropriations. They 
should go, not as lobbyists with a hidden mo- 
tive, but as business men frankly working 
for the upbuilding of their State. They 
should confer with the Legislative Commit- 
tee as representatives of the Southern Cat- 
tlemen’s Assn., expressing the opinion 
and the desires of their association as 
to the steps to be taken for the good of tick 
eradication and for the development of the 
live stock industry in the southern States. 
This delegation should also obtain a hearing 
from the chief executive of the State and 
fully inform him as to their desires and 

the importance of getting State laws and 
other liberal ayrvropriations with which to 
conduct the work. 

There is imminent danger when any State 
becomes careless about discontinuing tick 
eradication when there are still a few coun- 
ties or localities or small centers where tick 
infestation exists. The infestation in these 
centers, if not comnletelv eradicated, is go- 
ing to spread. Furthermore, these small 
centers of infestation in all States are liable 
to be used by politicians for ~urpose of bar- 
ter. This has been demonstrated in the 
State of Virginia where three tick-infested 
counties still remain in ~uarantine and are 
likely to stay there definitely because certain 
State officials and live stock sanitary offi- 
cials saw proper to trade off tick eradication 
in these counties for a few votes on some 
other legislation which did not pertain to 
tick eradication. An energetic drive should 
be made, especially in States where tick 
eradication is nearly completed. Let us fin- 
ish tick eradication now.

The Saskatchewan Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association. 


We organized the Saskatchewan Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association in 1919 at the 
time of the annual bull sale at the Regina 
Winter Fair. About 30 members were in- 
cluded at that time, and we now have close 
to 40, so you can see that we have grown 
some in the short space of time we have 
been working together. 

Our association was organized because the 
Shorthorn men were running everything, 
which we could hardly blame them for doing 
as long as there was no organized voice for 
the other breeds. As it had been, we had 
been selling our bulls at night, taking time 
when the other breeds had completed their 
selling, and all such disadvantages in offer- 
ing the Saskatchewan buyers our bulls. With 
organization, we obtained a separate day on 
which to sell, and the breeds now rotate 
from year to year in sale order, the Aber- 
deen-Angus taking the first day one year, 
the second day the next, and the last day on 
the third year, giving the other breeds their 
places in proper order. We have also ob- 
tained much better representation on the 
Live Stock Board, three of our members be- 
ing directors on this board at the present 
ime. 

So far, the bull sale at the annual winter 
fair is all the selling we have done, but this 
fall we will hold a second sale this year, and 
hope that we can soon be holding an annual 
series in various parts of the province. On 
June 25, we held a picnic at Fillmore, where 
there are 17 breeders around one point, and 
the breed has been officially adopted. We 
also have a strong calf club at Regina. 

The farmers of Saskatchewan are begin- 
ning to realize that they must put in live 
stock. Drifting of tilled soil is one of our 
big problems, and live stock is the best 
solution. The Government is giving the very 
best co-operation. Bull sales, the selling of 
pure bred bulls to the farmers and such work 
has made the Government plans very popu- 
lar, and they have done much sound work. 

At the coming International, the province 
will send two cars of live stock to Chicago, 
and a committee of five will select the best 
specimens of all breeds to represent the 
province. 

The past winter was a hard one on live 
stock, and the Sasketchewan government did 
some great work in aiding the live stock man 
during this series of hardships. The Gov- 
ernment handled over 11,000 cars of feed to 
aid in this crisis. The stock came through 
the winter very thin, but little of it actual- 
ly perished. 

At the sale on June 2 and 3, most of the 
cattle went north, indicating that we still 
have a cattle country developing north of 
our grain belt. All in all, Sasketchewan 
while young as an Aberdeen-Angus breeder, 
is coming.

Nearly all sections report more grass than ; 


cattle or other live stock to eat it. The con- 
dition of the corn crop is generally good 
though it is late. Whether the crop reaches 
full maturity or not much of it must be fed 
to cattle. Yet in the face of abundant grass 
and a good corn prospect demand for stock 
and feeding cattle has been so light that they 
have declined in ‘price during the past month. 
Those who buy their feeders now and run 
them on grass till the pastures fail can 
cheapen them materially, but comparatively 
few are doing it. Is it because they regard 
the cattle as too dear, because they can’t 
finance the deal or because they are going 
to do as they have often threatened to do, 
quit the feeding game? Some cheap cattle, 
cheap in quality as well as in price, are go-. 
ing to eastern pastures to be put into the 
feed-lot later, but there is no extensive move- 
ment in any part of the country such as 
might be expected with present grazing and 
crop conditions. Will feeders wait till fall 
to buy and then by competition with each 
other and with slaughterers buy their cat- 
lle at prices which will lose money as did 
those bought last fall? There seems to be 
no prospect of a large supply of feeder cat- 
tle this fall unless many western owners are 
compelled to cash more than they want to 
sell. A few feeder cattle have been con- 
tracted in eastern grazing territory to go in 
October at $10 per cwt., but the majority are 
held above that figure. Bought on the 
market now and grazed until October feeder 
ale will cost them less than $10, and that 
Ooks like a good proposition.”—National 
and Farmer, Pittsburg, Pa.

On the Western Coast. 


ollowing clipping from the Butchers’ 
Se eckgrowers’ Journal, San Francisco, 
dated August 9th, is reprinted to give a 
glimpse at the cattle markets and butchers 
view point on the Western coast: 

“San Francisco and Stockyards, August 9, 
1920,—Cattle—Buyers during the week con- 
fined their activities to the purchase—where 
possible—of prime steers only. They have 
no use for half fats, as the market is fairly 
glutted with commission stock. The price 
situation for prime cattle is weak to lower, 
about 10c off car here is extreme, while oth- 
er grades are quoted as low as 8i4c. Cows 
are dull of sale at any old price. 

“The influx of cattle for slaughter of only 
feeder quality looks like a wave of liquida 
tion. Stockmen are evidenlty trying to get 
from under while the going (in-their opinion) 
is fairly gdod. 

“Market conditions, both here and at other 
Coast points could hardly be worse, and it 
looks as though it will discourage feeding 
for winter requirements.” 

These flurries come and go, at times they 
appear of more importance and consequence 
than others, nevertheless this is the time for 
the Western feeder to keep his eye open and 
get into the game with the right sort of 
feeding stock.

Wisconsin Steer-Feeding Trial 1919-1920 


The trial of 1919-1920 compared the value 
of crushed barley vs. shelled corn for fat- 
tening two-year-old steers. The cattle were 
select Shorthorns and Herefords, ten of each, 
purchased on the Chicago market November 
19, 1919, costing $12.10 per ewt. They were 
divided as evenly as possible into two lots, 
each having five Shorthorns and five Here- 
fords and started on experiment November 
27. Each animal was weighed separately 
every two weeks throughout the trial and 
for three successive days at the beginning 
and close, the average of the three weights 
being taken as the initial and final weights 
respectively. The trial extended over 126 
days, closing April 1, 1920. 

A Beef and Swine demonstration was held 
at the College of Agriculture April 3, 1920. 
The results attained were then presented 
and commented on by farmers, packers, com- 
mission men and others ‘present. The cattle 
were sold that day to the Plankinton Pack- 
ing Company of Milwaukee for the price 
stated on the data sheet. Some expressed 
a preference for the general appearance @ 
finish of the corn fed lot but on account 6 
two animals not up to the average they wert 
out-sold 15 cents per ewt. by the barley fel 
lot. The slaughter record shows the highest 
dressed wt. percentage for the barley fed 
cattle. 

Nine days after the trial started, the cat 
tle were on full feed. The trial prog 
with no marked irregularities and with but 
few exceptions each animal made satisfat- 
tory gains. The data shows that Lot I, fed 
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ley, made the largest average

A drop in the market price for 
finished cattle of three to five dollars per 
ewt., during the period of the trial, resulted 
in a heavy loss per steer in each lot. The 
data sheet shows results in favor of crushed 
barley until hog profits are considered. It 
also indicates that in times of high priced 
in and low eet finished ee heavy 
i ing is not economical. 
_j earned the carcasses in the cooler of 
the packing company at Milwaukee showed 
poth lots uniformly covered with a smooth, 
thick layer of fat and abundant kidney fat. 
They showed no noticeable difference in the 
color of the fat, which was clear and white, 
nor of the attractive red colored lean meat. 
The meat cutters agree that the barley fed 
carcasses showed a trifle the best marbling 
and they expressed a slight preference for 
the meat from the barley fed cattle, though 
the difference was very slight and hard to 
detect.

Secretary Meredith on the Job. 


Secretary of Agriculture Meredith, acting 
on complaint of shippers of live stock that 
excessive rates are being charged by com- 
mission men to discourage co-operative 
marketing revoked the present rate and es- 
tablished a new schedule to be effective after 
Aug. 16. Secretary Meredith said the action 
was taken because the commission men 
were charging from $5 to $7 more for car 
lots having more than one owner. The rate 
established by this order permits a charge 
of $1.50 for carlots having more than 20 
owners. The complaint was made by the 
American Society of Equity, which charges 
the Chicago Livestock exchange members 
are required by the commission men to ex- 
act the higher rate——Rural Weekly, St.
